Philadelphia.—-The 
result 
of 
two 
years of intensive research, Dr. Martha 
Punting , 
working 
in 
the zoolog ical 
laboratory of the University of Penn­ 
sylvania, has discovered a rare form 
of 
unicellular 
animal 
which 
can 
‘chang e Into another animal and then 
chang e back ag ain, it was revealed 
at the laboratory recently. 
It resembles a minute drop of jelly 
and has a body on!\ one l,5<Klth of an 
inch In leng th, hut to the trained pro 
tozoolog lst with a microscope It pre­ 
sents some unusual and extremely In 
terestfng features. 
The animal belong s to the amoeba, 
one of the most familiar typos of pro­ 
tozoa, 
or unicellular 
animals, 
and 
claims attention throug h its ability to 
transform 
iP !f into a complicated 
flag ellate am. then effect a retrans 
formation which ag ain makes it an 
amoeba. 
The transformation <>f tadpoles Into 
frog s, caterpillars into butterflys and 
other similar transformations among 
the lower animals are well known. 
None of these animals, however, can 
reverse 
the 
tram formation 
process 
as can the rare amoeba which Doctor 
Hunting has found, and it is this abil­ 
ity which m.ak* s ii distinctive. 
Found in R at Intestine. 
According to Doctor Bunting , the 
animal was firs? seen as a flag ellate 
in 
a culture which had been taken 
from the Intestine <»r a rat and in 
which there had been nothing but sim­ 
ple amoeba. 
The appearance of the 
flag ellate 
was 
entirely 
unexpected, 
and it was at first thoug ht to have 
g otten Into the culture accidentally. 
Its presence, 
however, 
was 
suffi­ 
cient to awaken the curiosity of Doc­ 
tor Bunting , and when evidence tend­ 
ed to show that I he appearance of the 
flag ellate stag e was 
not 
accidental 
hut the result of an unusual trans­ 
f or m a t i on .
